mechanical employments traced from 
youth to axe. 
How the hand grows 


old, gradually losing Us skill, has been 
described by 
Kir 
James 
Crlchton 


Browne, 
thy British labor student, 


who has made a long course of Investi- 
gations In the Kngllsh rural towns. 
The high.period oC skill and endurance 
this authority says, is trom thirty to 
forty, the hand after that beginning to 
lose Its muscular delicacy and Its sup- 
- plenesB. 


Between the ages of seventeen and 
eighteen tho hand of the boy grows 
Into the hand of the man, and 
first 
becomes valuable from a commercial 
point of view. If a workman is temper- 
ale and continues to improve in his 
trade, his hand's dexterity Increases tm- 
tlll he in thirty. 


After forty the muscles do not re- 
spond nearly as readily and certainly 
to the ordera of tho brain, and the 
quality and quantity of the work done 
begins to fall off. 
While a. man In es- 


pecially fine health and one especially 
dextrous can often keep up his hig-h de- 
gree of-skill long past the age of forty, 
Much a man Is an exception. 
This com- 
paratively asolng of the hand Is an 
interesting and remarkable fact, as It 
Is after forty, ns a rule, that a carefully 
used brain becomes the most valuable 
rarctlcally no British utatesman of the- 
highest rank are under forty; most of 
them are above fifty, and often ten 
years older then that. 
In the trades 


on the other hand, the highest paid 
workmen, with hardly an exception, 
are under the age of two-score. 


The scale of wages in tho button 
trade, for example, Is a good Indication 
of this tendency of the hand to grow 
old so early in life. 
At his very best. 


In his prime, a skilled button-turner 
can make 6,240 Ivory buttons in a day 
on hl» lathe.
